way the capture of the Ao ared headquarteis (rom which a 
tumbci of locuments were seized This was a great loss to 
the hostiles who marked Shri Dulta , and in fact all memlery 
of the intelligence service , down for rcvcngc from that dale 
Shri Dutta however continued undaunted to personally guide 
any Loops new Lo the area , and often travelled without any 
escort iti hostile territory to contail his various sources. Ile 
gained the confidence of the Nagay and his popularity with 
them was a further cause of annoyance to the hostiles 

On the 18th August 1957 , Shri Dutta had gone 10 
Chudhuyımlang and un hls way bach was attacked by several 
well arincd hostiles He tucd to defend himself but way 
killed . 

Throughout the period of sixteen months luring which 
Shri Dutla operated in thc Ao area , his life was constantly in 
danger but fic did not permit this fact to clcter him lion ) 
doing his duty which he performed with great courage anıl 
for which he laid down his life. 

This award is made for gallantry uncler rule 4 (1) of the 
rulea governing the award of the President s Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries willı Il the special 
allowance admissible to officers of und below the rank of 
Inspector of Police as provided in rule 5 .

products rather than butter / ghee anal skim milk 
powder , both in thc xxisting plants and thc now 

plants coining up in the public and private scclots. 
(iv ) Due to lack of carc exercived in the production of 

mulkinder Indian conditions, it gely heavily con 
laminated with bacteria which reduces ils kceping qua 
lity. In order to avoid such contamination , milk 
should be produced hygienically and extension work 

should be undertaken by competent technical staff . 
( v ) Extension scivicc is necessary to incieusc and inten 

sify milk production in the welccted areas . The exten 
sion work should consist of organisation of proilucers 
co -operatives 10 markel milk and to arrange supply 
of food , fodder , fertiliser . etc Special Staff necessary

providing a net-work of all weather ivady for the 
transport of milk from the rural areas to milk pro 
cessing plants .

(viil ) Milk suycys should be carried out in existing inilk 

pockets in different parts of the country . The results 
of these surveys would be helpful in implementing the 
schemes for the devclopment of milk powdler industry 
both in thc public as well as private sectors.

( ix ) Both roller dıying as well as pray drying plants 

have their utility. The choice would depend upon 
the availability of milk , financc , and the usage of 
milk powiler in future . Roller drying should be 
adopted where the quantity of milk available is less 
than 800 maunds per day or where shiin milk , butter 
milk or they are to be dried for usc as animal feci 
or for manufacturing purposes. Baby foods can also 
be manufactured by roller drying process. Spray dry 
ing should be adopted wliere dried milk 1 to be 
reconstituted for use on the table .
